When this
ba the victim is generall
thrown into delirium tremens, or suf
fers from nervous prostration.

A HABIT AND NOT A DISEASE.

But the per cent. of habitual
drunkards who are subjecied to the
torture of delirium tremevs is les
than 5 per cent. True, the excessive
use of alcoholic beverages effect the
nervous and eventually disturb
the functions of the digestive organs,
thereby producing indigestion and
kiodred ailments, but the ue of the
stimulant is purely a habit and not
within itself » disease.

To illustrate. The victim of aleo-
bol, in thousands of cases, is com-
pelled by the sheer force of his will
power to suddenly abstain from his
favorite beverage, and he does this,
too, with no injury to himselt and is
sble to pgll thmnEb the nervoas
stages occasioned by his en‘orced ab-
stinance and coniinue at whatever
labor his voeation cills upon him to
perform.

Now suppose the subject were taken
with a fever or any disease requiring
mefical treatment, is it reaconable
to prsume  that, by  the
exercise of his  will  power
he could remain at his work. It is
reasonable to suppose that unless
medi-al treatment was given the fever
stricken patient, death would speadil
intervene. However strong the will
power, men are not able t» bunish
the microbes of dissase which find
lodgment in the syst:m or quiet the
raging of a buraing fever.

TREATING, A PERNICIOUS CUSTOM.
